The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
method of reading ahead pages from a memory, such as in a network based filed 
system involves reading a prescribed number of pages ahead synchronously, as with 
the Kamitani et al. reference (US PG Pub 2003/0065889), the closest prior art on 
record. No prior art of record contains the invention of the independent claims 1 , 8 and 
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15 which determines a value of available data pages, and retrieves a second value of 
data pages such that "wherein said second value of data pages can be fetched from 
said network based file system before the application operating on said client node 
consumes said first value of data pages and wherein said read-ahead operation for the 
second value of data pages is initiated upon serving a data page of the number of 
available data pages to the application operating on the client node."
